The following editorial from the 
In ter- 
Ocea n of a recent date we pu blish by re­ 
qu est: 
It may be said that the people of Illi­ 
nois can afford to view with very consid­ 
erable complacency the indecision of the 
seven men selected to locate the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Home, for they are not 
drawing any per diem. Even their neces­ 
sary expense bill mu st come within a cer­ 
tain well-defined limitation. 
It may fu r­ 
ther be u rged that it is too late in the sea­ 
son anyway to begin work on the site, if 
already selected. 
The competing points 
alone are lying awake nights over the 
matter. 
There is evidently a vein of tru th and 
pertinence in all this, bu t it is none the 
less the du ty of the commission to finish 
u p the bu siness as soon as practicable. 
What can be gained by delay? Do the 
commissioners expect any new light to 
be thrown u pon the relative claim or 
merits of competing localities, or that 
any one of their nu mber will change his 
mind? The tru th is that no place is the 
first choice of a majority of the board, 
and so far everyone seems to adhere ten 
aciou sly to bis first choice. 
This policy 
was allright, and to be expected in the 
early stage of the proceedings, bu t we 
su bmit that the time has come to agree 
u pon a compromise. 
It is evitable that 
no agreement can be reached on any 
other plan. 
The best of feeling is said to exist be­ 
tween the commissioners. 
A friendly 
talk ou ght to develop the secondary 
choices of at lea» t a majority, and su rely 
each member has now stood by his pet 
tow n so long that he cannot be censu red 
for yielding if he finds it to be necessary 
to a choice. 
Governor Oglesby may get tired of 
waiting and conclu de to break the dead­ 
lock by trying the experiment of a new 
commission. 
The present board is com­ 
posed of able, honest and intelligent 
citizens, all well known to possess the 
necessary qu alifications, bu t if they real­ 
ly cannot agree it w ill be necessary sooner 
or later to try a new lot, not to visit lo­ 
calities or receive proposals, bu t to act on 
the data now before the commission. 
This is a phase of the situ ation which the 
board cannot afford to overlook. 
The In ter Ocea n recommended to the 
commission that when they met at Spring 
firhl they shou ld have before them a map 
of the Stat« *, showing the great section 
between the Mississippi and the Illinois 
rivers which has no State institu tions, 
drawing the liwe from Qu incy and Rock 
ford to the respective points nearest to 
those cities. 
Su ch a map wou ld give em ­ 
phasis to a local argu ment so strong that 
it shou ld exclu de all localities ou tside of 
that bou ndary. 
This we say withou t 
| preju dice or partiality, bu t pu rely u pon 
the intrinsic merits of the case. 
Let ju s­ 
tice be done, even it it is rather late in 
the day. 
Can anyone give a good reason 
why that great and splendid one-third of 
the State has hitherto been u tterly neg 
lected and slighted in the distribu tion of 
State institu tions? 
It cannot be on ac­ 
cou nt of politics, for those cou nties are 
for the most part Repu blican, and nearly 
all ou r State institu tions were located u n 
d r Repu blican au spices.

pulsatio ns sho w 
so mething 
grander in its vital spirituality than Cai 
yin o r A r m in u s unfo lded; the wo rld’s re­ 
ligio us sentiment is beco ming iinprwg 
nated with the Savio r’s lo ve; it feels a 
sweeter divinity w’elling up fro m its pul 
sating heart; lo ve is b-*ing daily mo re and 
mo re incarnated; men learn its po w*er; 
they begin to realize that fe a r saves no t 
men; they may he hindered fro m ciime 
by the fear o f pain, but fear never o pens 
a peaily gate: devils do no t lift the do o r 
latch o f Heaven, no r do the flames o f 
Hi-11 drive men to Paradise; 
men are 
drawn, attracted to Heaven h}' the o mni­ 
po tent po wer o f lo ve. 
There is no po wer 
makes us so willing to fo llo w where it 
leads as lo ve. 
Even tho ugh feeble and 
an unmeaning spark, it halts the sinner, 
it o verrules the edicts o f kings, and that 
the incarnatio n o f this lo ve in J esus alo ne 
satisfies the co mmand o f Go d. but the 
wo rld o f man, yea, all its co untless mil­ 
lio ns, are catching the gleams o f a ho lier 
life, and no w are being translated o ut o f 
darkness into go spel light—the}’ are be­ 
co ming alive with ho lier aspiratio ns, and 
are tasting the sweets o f no bler destiny. 
Every new inventio n is ano ther blazing 
sun turned o n o ur darkness, and all o ur 
co mmerce, 
o ur multiplying means o f 
travi 1 and co mmunicatio n are pressing 
fo rward the incarnatio n o f truth by the 
wo rld o f man. 
David fo resrw that the 
instincts o f man wo uld co ntinue to cry— 
to hunger and thirst, to dream o n better- 
r» ess, muil he sho uld, like Christ, awake 
with Go d’s likeness. 
To this end we 
wo rk aud 
struggle, 
and do earnestly 
pray. 


to tlm truth as be saw it in a po sitio n 
where it co st dearly to be true. 
Sco rning 
to trim his sails to catch the wind o f the­ 
o lo gical tavo r, 
he has enco untered a 
sto rm o f adverse criticism which wo uld 
have silenced a less co urageo us man. He 
has given and taken hard blo ws in the 
advo cacy o f his views, and never shirked 
an issue because it was unpo pulur. 
To 
his fearless and o utspo ken ho nesty o f 
speech w e feel o urselves indebted fo r pre­ 
cio us truths, which, tho ugh acco mpanied 
by a painful upro o ting o f ideas fo rmerly 
dear, we no w peiceive co uld no t have 
been successfully inculcated in any o ther 
way. 
“ To n.any o f us the change o f view e x ­ 
perienced during the ministry o f the 
Rev. J . II. Shay has been radical, and, 
indeed, has almo st revo lutio nized o ur 
mo de o f religio us tho ught. 
But we co n ­ 
fess to no misgivings as to the wisdo m o r 
pro priety o f o ur co urse. 
Return to o ur 
fo rmer belief we co uld no t, and wo uld 
no t if we co uld. 
Inco mplete as are o ur 
present religio us views, we feel them to 
be immeasurably superio r to tho se left 
behind us. 
Life, no w and hereafter, is 
lull o f sweeter and higher pro mise, and 
the po ssibilities o f human achievement 
and the sublimity o f human destiny are 
to o ur clarified visio n greater, no bler and 
mo re majestic since we have freed o ur­ 
selves fro m the bo rds o f the theo lo gical 
do gmas which fettered even when they 
seemed to sustain us. 
Fo r the aid given 
us in o ur deliverance by the Rev. J . H. 
Shay, while w’o rking o ut his o wn enian 
cipatio n, we desire to return o ur grati 
tude.” 


This is but o ne. 
This address was 
unanimo usly ado pted. 
Other like flames 
are just ready to burst o ut all o ver the 
land. 
7 he signs are in the air. 
Men arc 
dashing aside o lden creeds and co ming 
into different attitudes o f tho ught. 
They 
are breaking away, no t kno wing where 
they will drift. 
Tw o co urses are o pen 
befo re them; Agno sticism, infidelity and 
aetheism, o r universal ism; a ratio nal idea 
o f Christ, the go spel, the future and 
human destiny, and o f Go d—o r no ne at 
all! 
One thing we kno w; o ld erro rs are 
do o med; “ every plant which o ur heaven­ 
ly Father hath no t planted must be ro o ted 
up.” 
The mo vement at Streato r but re­ 
flects the status o f millio ns to -day; in se­ 
cret these views may be held, but o ur 
churches and ministerial circles are ho ney­ 
co mbed with this spirit. 
And no w while 
the wo rld is massing fo r this mighty fo r­ 
ward mo vement which Universalism has 


t o rgctting, therefo re, the traditio ns o f 
theo lo gians; puttiug aside the pagan d o g­ 
ma*» so lo ng revered, we strip o ff all, to 
the bare Scriptures, and in these we trace 
the gio wth o f tho Messiah sentiment, 
lro ni the dreams and visio ns o f the patri- 
aiclis and pro phets until then ultimated, 
were incarnated co mplete in J esus; aud 
we disco ver in this the way, the ‘straight 
gate which leads unto true life.” 
Up 
turo ugh this yo uth o f J escs we disco ver 
flashes o f the divine manho o d, but no t 
until he was thirty years o ld did his in­ 
ner life burst 
o pen, like 
a blo o ming 
flo wer, sending its glo ry thro ugho ut the 
wo rld. 


Christ was the divine lesso n, the sam ­ 
ple man; that sho uld mo uld the wo rld to 
his standard. 
The fo rm o f human civili­ 
zatio n so ught by man is e ver the highest 
and 
best; 
hence the 
b ent ma st p rera il, 
I lie attained po ssibilities o f J esus have

The Christ spirit is 
quickening every faculty o f man. and 
setting ablaze every avenue o f tho ught; 
therefo re liberty lights her to rch; fetters 
fall, <h "po ts tremble o n their thro nes;the 
tide o t 
tho ught surges ro und and ro ts 
thro nes and iH nasties; inventio ns start, 
science multiplies, art flo urishes, enter­ 
prise is alive, the hum o f a tho usand 
w heel" makes the cho rus o f angels sing­ 
ing o f higher life, the lightning* leads all 
tin* material elements to o ur feet; the 
masses dwell in a blazing pentaco st to ­ 
day. 
Then fo re it is no t strauge that o ne 
b,v o ne mini-ters o f o lden churches cast 
o ld do gmas behind them, and advance to 
the fo o tlights o f a bro ader ho pe. 
'Timid­ 
ly, 1 » iit surely, their peo ple fo llo w. A s I 
am prepat ing 
this sermo n, the papers 
bring a new example o f the awakening 
no w in pro gress. 
List Sunday Rev. J , 
H. Shay, o t Streato r, resigned and with­ 
drew* tro m the co ngregatio nal ministry 
because he co uld no lo nger ho nestly o c 
eupy the po sitio n o f a representative o f 
that faitu. 
He bad o utgro wn Calvinism 
and nil its undamentuls; he was simply j 
Chri"tian. 
His peo ple say in respo nse; “ ! 


“ We who have been privileged to wit­ 
ness Ids gro wth into higher and no bler 
co nceptio ns o f life ami duty, who have 
felt o ur minds gro w bro ader wRIt the ex- ! 
pansio n o f Ids intellect, and o ur hearts I 
gro w* kinder and better with the lo ftier 
aspiratio n o f his so ul, are glad to bear 
o ur testimo ny to his sterling wo rth as a 
citizen, ami his beneficent influence as a I 
public teacher. 
In an age which sneers 


so w*n, what are we do ihg to ward po int­ 
ing o ut and leading the way? 
W e have 
taken a great respo nsibility in calling 
men o ut o f darkness it we do no t po int 
to Christ, the “ living w ay” —who reveals 
the all lo ving Father, and the ho ly des­ 
tiny o f man; who , by setting up the 
lights o f truth, o f example and o f uni­ 
versal law* reaches do wn to us as fro m 
Heaven, a hand to lead us o ut o f igno r­ 
ance, thro ugh the quickening, 
the use 
and culture o f o ur faculties, thro ugh

There is no 
greater Go d than the all-lo ving infinite 
Father; there is no grander destiny than 
the 
salvatio n, 
the 
unfo ldment, 
the 
perfectio n o f man iu ho liness anti happi­ 
ness fo rever. 
There is no greater religio n 
than to multiply o ur devo tio n to o ur heav­ 
enly Father by the quickness and tribute 
o f every po wer o f so ul thereto ; there is 
no better way o f life than the o ne re­ 
vealed in the life o f J esus Christ, o ur 
Lo rd; aud these po ints exhibit o ur faith 
But iaith witho ut wo rds is dead.” 
We 
need every Universalist no w as a wo rking 
evangelist. 
'The Christ o f to -day asks, 
“ Lo vest tho u me? then feed my lambs.” 
We must keep at the fro nt; and instead 
o f sinking back into indifference, no w 
that we see o ur so wing springing up, let 
us gird o n 
the who le armo r o f light 
and gather in the harrest. 
It is he that 
reapeth that receiyeth wages, and gather 
eth fruit unto life eternal.” 
The harvest 
o f pro gress is ripe fo r o ur sickles. There 
is a greater Christ ab m u l in the greater 
wo rks o f the present than was po ssible in 
the past, and as we bro aden o ut and lift 
o ur aspiratio ns o ur Savio ur beco mes to us 
mightier and mightier. 
In the beauty 
and majesty o f advancing humanity— 
with the spirit o f o ur Lo rd the Christ 
leading us o n, with the respo nsive s ym ­ 
pathies o f an unshackling, advancing 
wo rld aro und us, let us no t lo o k back, to 
dream o f halcyo n days, but go steadily 
fo rward in full co nfidence, ‘ lo o king unto 
J * sus” and building upo n him as o ur 
living fo undatio n and 
precio us co rner­ 
sto ne, and fro m the mirro r o f His let us 
mo del o ur lives, and shape o ur destiny. 
And so living and wo rking, trust to bis 
spirit, alive to -day, to ‘draw all men 
unto him .” 
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
